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NATIONAL FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard which is identical with ISO 7088 : 1 981 'Fish-meal — Vocabulary' issued by the 
International Organization for Standardization (ISO) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards 
on the recommendation of the Livestock Feeds, Equipment and Systems Sectional Committee and 
approval of the Food and Agriculture Division Council. 

The text of ISO Standard has been approved as suitable for publication as an Indian Standard without 
deviations. Certain conventions are, however, not identical to those used in Indian Standards. Attention 
is particularly drawn to the following: 

a) Wherever the words 'International Standard' appear referring to this standard, they should be 
read as 'Indian Standard'. 

b) Comma (,) has been used as a decimal marker while in Indian Standards, the current practice 
is to use a point (.) as the decimal marker. 

In reporting the result of a test or analysis made in accordance with this standard, if the final value, 
observed or calculated, is to be rounded off, it shall be done in accordance with IS 2 : 1 960 'Rules for 
rounding off numerical values (revised)'.

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8 spontaneous heating : A rise in temperature of fish-meal 
due to exothermic reactions.

9 autocombustion : Combustion created by excessive 
spontaneous heating. 



9 autocombustion : Combustion creee par echauffement 
spontane excessif. 



10 stabilized fish-meal : Fish-meal in which the exothermic 
oxidation reaction has been controlled.

13 pelletized fish-meal : Fish-meal that has been submitted 
to a compression process to produce pellets.

14 caking : Formation of several pieces of fish-meal into a 
compact mass.
